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Introduction 


The totals in this publication represent the sub- 
industry detail for the same 20 major industry groups of 
manufacturing shown in Table 3 of the report Private and 
Public Investment in Canada (Catalogue 61-205). Final 
estimates in the publications for the years 1960 to 1977 
are therefore based on the same questionnaire surveys 
of establishments engaged in manufacturing. 


For the purpose of this historical publication, the 
1960 to 1971 data were converted to the 1970 Standard 
Industrial Classification and all the amounts represented 
in this publication are final estimates. 


Information on capital spending intentions provides 
a useful indication of market conditions both in the 
economy at large and in particular industries. Since such 
expenditures account for a large and relatively variable 
proportion of gross national expenditures, the size and 
content of the investment program provides significant 
information about demands to be placed upon the pro- 
ductive capacities of the economy during the period 
covered by the survey. In addition, information on the 
relative size of the capital expenditures program planned, 
both in total and for individual industries, gives an 
indication of the views management holds on prospective 
market demands in relation to present productive 
Capacity. 


Non-capitalized repair expenditures on structures 
and on machinery and equipment are also given in the 
report but are shown separately. By including outlays for 
repairs, a more complete picture is provided of all de- 
mands likely to be made on labour and materials in 
accomplishing the program. 


Introduction 


Les totaux de la présente publication correspondent aux 
chiffres des niveaux inférieurs des 20 groupes principaux de 
l’activité manufacturière figurant au tableau 3 de la publication 
Investissements privés et publics au Canada (n° 61-205 au 
catalogue). Les dépenses réelles dans les deux publications pour 
les années 1960-1977 sont par conséquent basées sur les 
mêmes enquêtes auprès des entreprises s’occupant de 
fabrication. 


Aux fins de la présente publication de statistiques histori- 
ques, les données de 1960 à 1971 sont basées sur la classifica- 
tion des activités économiques de 1970, et tous les chiffres de 
cette publication représentent les estimations finales. 


Ces renseignements sur les projets d’immobilisations 
fournissent des indications utiles quant à l'état du marche dans 
l'économie en général et dans certaines industries particulières. 
Comme ces dépenses représentent une partie importante mais 
toujours variable des dépenses nationales brutes, |’envergure du 
programme des investissements et sa répartition entre les 
différents secteurs donnent une idée de la demande particulière- 
ment aléatoire que les producteurs canadiens auront à satisfaire 
au cours de la période en cause. De plus, ces renseignements 
sur l'importance relative des immobilisations projetées dans 
l'ensemble du pays et dans les industries déterminées permet- 
tent de connaître les prévisions des chefs d'entreprises pour ce 
qui est de la demande en fonction de la capacité actuelle de 
production. 


Le rapport comprend aussi, quoique sous une rubrique 
distincte, les sommes destinées à la réparation non-capitalisée 
d'immeubles et de machines et d'outillage. L’inclusion de ces 
sommes donne une idée plus juste des besoins de main- 
d'oeuvre et de matériaux que représentera l'exécution du 
programme.

Statistical Notes 


Definitions 


Capital expenditures include the cost of procuring, 
constructing and installing new durable plant and ma- 
chinery, whether for replacement of worn or obsolete 
assets, or as additions to existing assets. Also included 
are all capitalized costs such as architectural, legal and 
engineering fees, as well as the value of capital assets 
put in place by firms with their own labour force. Gross 
outlays are reported without any deduction for scrap or 
trade-in value of old assets. Excluded are expenditures 
made for the acquisition of existing or used equipment, 
unless imported, and for land, since outlays of this type 
involve only the transfer of property and not the creation 
of a capital asset. 


Construction includes building construction and all 
types of engineering construction such as roads and 
petroleum refineries. The machinery and equipment 
category takes into account the purchase of all such 
items which are used either in producing goods or 
providing services. Such machinery would include vari- 
ous types of industrial machinery, automotive equipment, 
professional and scientific equipment, various office 
equipment, furniture and furnishings, and other related 
capital goods. 


The intention is to include the cost of all new plant and 
equipment which normally has a life of more than one 
year. For this reason companies were asked to report, as 
capital expenditures, all purchases to be charged to fixed 
asset accounts. This method of reporting omits certain 
types of equipment which are bought regularly out of 
ordinary revenue and charged to current account. Adjust- 
ments have been made where necessary to take account 
of such omitted capital items and separate figures are 
shown in the tables as ‘‘capital items charged to operat- 
ing expenses’’. 


The repair expenditures shown in the tables represent 
the non-capitalized outlays made to maintain the operat- 
ing efficiency of the existing stock of durable physical 
assets. Where the repair costs are large enough to 
materially lengthen the expected serviceable life of the 
asset, increase its capacity of otherwise raise its produc- 
tivity, they are treated as capital expenditures on new 
construction or on new machinery and equipment. 


Methods 


The figures in the various tables of this report are 
estimates of total expenditures. In order to approximate 
full coverage for Canada, adjustments were made to 
allow for the smaller firms which are not surveyed and for 
firms which did not report. In manufacturing, the method 
used to inflate the reported expenditures was to multiply 
the known expenditures by a factor obtained by dividing 
the total value of shipments for the most recent year 
available of all the firms in each industry by the corre-
